University Chancellor Var- 
‘ner confirmed the candidate’s 
withdrawal of application for 
deanship. 

A Department Head 

Warren was head of the De- 
partment of Petroleum En- 
gineering at Montana College 
‘in Butte. 

UNO offers a Bachelor of 
Science degree in civil, indus- 
trial and general engineering. 

Varner added that~steps in 
improving communication be- 
tween the Board of. Regents 


and the UNO campus should. 


be initiated. Varner indicated 
there must be a lack of com- 
munication in the university 
system: 

He said it will be “very im- 
portant for the Regents to meet 
with a candidate for deanship 
before selection gets too far 
along the line.’ 

Varner added, “We need to 
be closer together.” He feels 
that a communications incre- 
ment is one of the duties of 
a chancellor.

Now ‘that the fever, though not as high-strung as the Gateway 
had hoped, has subsided from another UNO campus political 
Jray, it seems appropriate to reflect upon an issue thrown inte 
the election almost at the last minute. 

Very, very late in the game (in other words, before anyone 
was realizing it), it was announced a new constitution for stu- 
dent government would be voted upon by the student body at the 
‘same time as the élection of the new Senate leadership. 

On the one hand, the student body was able to witness incum- 
bent Steve Wild (and we cannot ‘‘say’’ here if he was re-elected 
_ or not because the Gateway did not know in time for press cover- 
age) push a “yes”? vote for a constitution which was only one © 
week earlier approved by the Senate at large—and only after con- 
siderable debate. 

Tt seemed as though the mere presence of the constitution 
question was to illustrate (and illustrate very conveniently) .what 
’ may be termed an accomplishment of the Wiid administration. 
-The Honore (and Richardson may have joined in this, too, 
but not as strongly) forces quickly took opposition to the new 
constitution, in fact, took opposition to University .government . 
_ as it presently exists and moved for a unitary government sys-. 
tem, i.e., a one-body government instead of the two large ones 
the University now has (Student and University Senates). 

The Gateway feels the new constitution is more workable 
than the present one, and action must be taken to decide student, 
government representation figures soon before time runs out on 
spring Senate elections. : : os 

However, in another interesting development in what is turn- 
ing out to be the most political of all political student government 
years at this University, Wild-Zadina threw support for a unitary 
form of government into a full-page ad in last Wednesday’s Gate- 
way. 2 . ; 

Si it appears we may be moving in that direction after all. 

Students on the campus need time to absorb student govern- 
ment as an effective operation; the rapidity with which the con- 
stitution consideration took place was uncalled for. . Oo 

Student government leaders, whomever they may be today, 
must allow the student body to become more. a part of the Sen- 
ate’s development, not just a segment to approach at election 

* time. ‘

However, positions are becoming “less available’ for this 
summer’s job seekers, according to Harsh. This is especially true 
for students who are seeking strictly sumnier employment. . 

The Placement Director is quick to stress the best way for 
a student to insure himself of summer employment is to begin 
work now on a part-time basis, switch to a full-time payroil 
status in June and perhaps even continue with the firm on a part- 
time basis in September. yt ‘ : 

Job openings strictly for the summer months are- becoming 


extremely scarce with Omaha’s several lawn services and Parks { 
and Recreation Department offering the best bets, perhaps the 


only bets. = ke 

One of the lesser-known opportunities, especially if student 
response is measured, is the College Work-Study Program. Under 
this federally subsidized program, UNO students registered for 
the fall semester can acquire employment either on campus or 
off campus and receive regular pay. 

- According’ to Harsh, many of the off-campus -jobs offered 
under this program are with the Omaha Parks and Recreation 
Dept. in the maintenance and recreational aids categories. How- 
ever, to be able to qualify for the program, a student and his 
family must be currently in a low income status as determined 
by federal guidelines. 7 

Because many students of freshmen and sophomore standing 


are usually unskilled, Harsh lists retail sales and cafeteria jobs - 


as being good possibilities along with hospitals which hire nurses 

aids and dieticians from the college-age crowd. . 
Juniors and seniors can often be placed in jobs in their area 

of specialization and drafting, accounting and secretarial ser- 


vices are just a few examples. Students majoring in such areas. 


as education, sociology and psychology frequently can be placed 
in jobs in their area of interest. : 

Although Harsh admits its not “the first choice of students,” 
door-to-door solicitation jobs are always plentiful but she warns 
students not to be misled by company testimonials on high earn- 
ings. ‘Most of these jobs are on a commission.basis,” she noted. 

Students desiring work for the summer months should visit 
the Placement Office, Adm. 238, anytime after spring vacation.
